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Big boost 
for buses 


BUSES will be getting a big 
boost next month thanks to 
an extra £750,000 being 
invested by Lancashire 
County Council to make sure 
more people have a service 
they can rely on for regular 
journeys. 

A number of improvements 
will be made to existing links, 
particularly in rural areas, 
and with vital services such 
as hospitals, as well as 
increases in frequency of 
some services where there is 
strong demand. 

In West Lancashire, it will 
help restore a Sunday and 
Bank Holiday daytime ser- 
vice between Preston and 
Ormskirk via Tarleton. 

It will also support the 
weekend daytime Service 
300 between Liverpool, 
Haskayne, Halsall and South- 
port. This routes through the 
western rural communities 
of West Lancashire linking 
with Southport and Liver- 
pool. 

Lancashire County Council 
received the extra funding 
following a successful bid to 
the Department for Trans- 
ports A better deal for bus 
users’ programme. 

The investment will meet a 
number of outstanding 
requests for bus services 
received from residents, local 
councillors and MPs, as well 
as building on improvements 
introduced in December 
2017 when the county coun- 
cil increased its annual 
budget for buses.

ORMSKIRK Market has reopened in a further 
huge boost to traders and shoppers in the town. 

The market was welcomed back last Thursday 
(June 18) and despite rotten weather to greet its 
return, stallholders have their fingers crossed that 
the promised brighter weather this week together 
with the further relaxation of restrictive lockdown 
measures will soon see an upturn in business.

HOTTER Shoes is preparing to close 65 
of its 80 stores across the UK and make 
mass redundancies due to the impact of 
the coronavirus. 

The Skelmersdale-based shoe manufac- 
turer plans to restructure through a 
company voluntary arrangement (CVA) as 
it looks to focus more on 
online sales following a lock- 
down period that is crippling 
retail businesses up and down 
the country. 

Hotter Shoes owners, Elec- 
tra, say they were already > 
looking to move towards a - 
"digitisation strategy", but the 
COVID-19 outbreak has 
“intensified” this need. 

If the CVA proposal is 
approved and successfully 
implemented in the coming 
days, it will leave Hotter Shoes 
with only 15 shops. 

The future of its store on Lord Street, in 
Southport, remains unclear at this time. 

The shoe manufacturer has started a 
formal consultation with staff at its head 
office and factory in Skelmersdale, which 
could see the loss of around 120 local jobs. 

Ian Watson, Hotter CEO, said: “The con- 
sequences of the last three months of 
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lockdown has been the 
need to accelerate our 
digitisation strategy. If 
successful the proposed 
CVA will secure the future 
of a smaller, sustainable 
business and save over 350 jobs. We under- 
stand this is a difficult time for our 
colleagues and would like to thank them 
for all their hard work and understand- 
ing.” 

Electra, which is a private equity firm, 
said that the management of Hotter had 
been in discussions with a number of its

retail landlords to find an agreement to 
reduce the number of stores to a level and 
cost that allows Hotter to remain viable. 

However, these discussions were unsuc- 
cessful, triggering the need to start a CVA. 

Hotter Shoes, which was founded in 
Skelmersdale in 1959, is one of the UK’s 
biggest shoe retailers, making 1.6 million 
shoes last year. 

The company boasts “one of the most 
advanced shoe making facilities in the 
world” at its factory in Skelmersdale, 
enabling them to make a pair of shoes 
every 20 seconds.

Fate of this year's 
Ormskirk MotorFest

THE fate of the Ormskirk MotorFest will be decided by 
the end of this week, according to West Lancashire 
Borough Council chiefs. 

Thousands of visitors flock to the annual event in 
August each year, with the 10th annual event due to 
be held on Sunday, August 30, organised by the Ain- 
tree Circuit Club and West Lancashire Borough 
Council. 

Due to social distancing guidelines, a wide variety of 
popular family-friendly events have been cancelled 
across Sefton and West Lancs. These include the 
Southport Food and Drink Festival, Southport Flower 
Show, Southport Air Show and the British Musical 
Fireworks Championships. 

Council chiefs and Aintree Circuit Club are in the 
process of deciding whether to host the event, with 
social distancing measures in place, or postpone/can- 
cel it. 

Aintree Circuit Club first hosted Ormskirk MotorFest 
in 2011, where an estimated 7,000 people wandered 
through the streets of Ormskirk, soaking up the atmo- 
sphere and taking in the sights of hundreds of cars 
and motorcycles, lining the town's streets. 

Last year, estimated figures given by West Lancs 
Council put the attendance at around 40,000 people.

WEST Lancashire residents are being 
reminded to use free online tools such as 
‘myGP’ and ‘Patient Access’ to make GP 
appointments and order repeat 
prescriptions. 

Patient Access and myGP are available to 
anyone online or through their smart- 
phones app store. 

Simply search ‘myGP’ or ‘Patient Access’ in 
the app store, or online by visiting 
patientaccess.com/ or www.mygp.com/. If 
registering for the first time, patients can 
get their login details to use either app from 
their own registered GP practice. 

Some of the benefits to be gained from 
using the apps include to book or cancel 
appointments and order repeat medica- 
tion. 

The CCG is promoting the use of Patient 
Access and myGP as a free option for 
patients to help them access making GP 
appointments as well as helping patients to 
manage and order their repeat prescrip- 
tions. 

Dr Peter Gregory, local GP and chair at 
NHS West Lancashire CCG, said: “The world 
is now moving at such a fast pace and there 
is a great need for the NHS to keep up with 
this pace. 

“To do this we need to embrace techno- 
logy and look at how it can be used for the 
benefit of both practices and patients. 

“We know that people need to be able to 
access information quickly and easily at just 
a few clicks and how the NHS can support 
this is by ensuring that how we manage our 
health can be done in this same way. 

“Not everybody has access to the internet 
and therefore traditional methods of mak- 
ing a GP appointment or ordering their 
repeat prescriptions, such as by phone will 
continue to be made available. 

“However, for those people with access to 
the internet and or a smartphone we would 
strongly encourage the use of apps such as 
myGP and Patient Access to not only help 
you manage your health in a more conveni- 
ent way, but also to help ease pressure on 
our busy GP practices and pharmacy staff.” 


Councils across 
Lancashire agree to 
explore creation of 

combined authority 


WEST Lancashire Borough Council has 
come to an agreement with other local 
councils from across Lancashire to 
explore the creation of a combined 
authority. 

At a meeting of all Lancashire council 
leaders earlier this month, a unanimous 
decision was taken for the councils to 
work together more closely to improve the 
economy of Lancashire, addressing issues 
such as transport and inward investment. 

In a statement issued on behalf of all 
council leaders in Lancashire, including

cation and other services, do their 
shopping and visit friends. 


West Lancs Council Leader Ian Moran, 
councillors agreed that: “All councils in 
Lancashire agree to continue to explore 
the possibility of working together with 
our local authority partners to investigate 
setting up a combined authority to 
embrace the county’s future economic 
opportunities.” 

The agreement needs to be ratified by 
each of the councils represented and will 
be subject to local democratic processes. 

Other areas of the UK which have set up 
a combined authority have seen a boost to 
investment in the economy, infrastructure

and skills. County Councillor Geoff Driver, 
Leader of Lancashire County Council, 
said: “The creation of a combined author- 
ity is a great opportunity for the whole of 
Lancashire. The principle has been posit- 
ively endorsed by Lancashire County 
Council’s Cabinet.” 

Council leaders acknowledged that the 
delivery of local government functions 
may need to be simplified in the combined 
authority area. They have agreed to 
explore models of devolution and 


improved governance arrangements in the 
future. 

Councillor Alyson Barnes, Leader of 
Rossendale Borough Council, and Chair of 
the District Leaders Forum, said: “Councils 
in Lancashire are keen to work together 
for the benefit of all our residents and 
businesses across Lancashire. 

“The interest in a combined authority for 
Lancashire stems from the ability to access 
greater Government funding to assist the 
growth of businesses and stimulate the 
economy.” 

Agreeing to set up a combined authority 
requires government approval. 

The agreement in Lancashire is the 
beginning of a process of negotiation with 
the government to set up the combined 
authority and the agreement of a ‘devolu- 
tion deal’. 

A specific timeline for the establishment 
of the combined authority will be determ- 
ined when the agreement of the 
‘devolution deal’ becomes clearer in the 
coming months. 

West Lancashire Borough Council 
declined to comment further. 


While the current advice is to 
only use buses where absolutely 
necessary to prevent the spread of 
coronavirus, the county council 
recognises that they still play a 
vital part in keeping people con- 
nected, providing access to local 
services, employment, health and 
education. 

The county council's supported 
bus service network has resumed 
normal operation, after initially 
operating to a Saturday timetable 
at the beginning of lockdown. 

County Councillor Andrew 
Snowden, lead member for buses, 
said: “We’ve made improving pub- 
lic transport one of our top 
priorities as it's vital to people's 
daily lives and our local economy, 
with many people relying on 
buses to get to work, access edu- 


“This new funding will help to 
build on the investment we’ve 
already made in restoring links 
for communities which might oth- 
erwise have no or very little 
public transport, and supports the 
commercial network to ensure 
transport connections across the 
county are as effective as pos- 
sible. 

“Some of the improvements 
being introduced this summer 
will also increase the frequency of 
a number of services where there 
is most demand, developing more 
attractive and sustainable ser- 
vices for the future.” 

The changes are due to be made 
from Sunday, July 19. More 
details on the service improve- 
ments will be made in the coming 
weeks. 
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Council welcomes school funding boost 


LANCASHIRE County Council has welcomed 
news that schools will receive extra funding to 
help pupils catch up on teaching missed during 
the coronavirus lockdown. 

The government announced a £1billion pack- 
age of measures on Friday, June 19 which will 


give schools access to extra tutoring for children 
who have fallen behind with academic work, as 
well as more general support outside the 
classroom for those who need it. 

The catch-up lessons will be available to pupils 
from all year groups in both primary and second- 
ary schools, and can be accessed by all schools, 
but will be targeted particularly at those serving 


disadvantaged communities where the impact of 
missed education is likely to be greatest. 

County Councillor Phillippa Williamson, cab- 
inet member for children, young people, and 
schools, said: “The funding announcement is 
very welcome as it will help to support the plans 
which our schools are already making to ensure 
pupils can catch up on learning which they've 
missed since lockdown began. 

“Decisions about how to spend the available 
funding will be down to schools as they know 
best how to support their pupils, however we will 
be working closely with schools and parents to 
keep them informed.” 


Man, 53, is sentenced 
for making threats by 
letter to West Lancs MP 


A MAN who sent threatening 
letters to MP Rosie Cooper, 
along with other high ranking 
politicians, has been jailed for 
five years. 

Rakeem Malik, 53, was sen- 
tenced at Birmingham Crown 
Court on Thursday, June 18. 

He was described by a judge as 
a ‘dangerous offender’ and an 
extended licence period was 
imposed on him, along with the 
life sentence he is already 
serving. 

Malik, who uses a wheelchair, 
sent three letters to the West Lan- 
cashire MP addressed to her 
constituency office in Ormskirk, 
in May 2019, and they were read 
by one of her staff members. 

Vile threats were made in the 
letters, including “Jo Cox was

MP Rosie Cooper 


murdered by Thomas Mair and 
we are going to kill you the same 


Jo Cox, who was a Labour MP 
for Batley and Spen, was 
murdered in June 2016 when she 
was fatally shot and stabbed out- 
side a library. 

MP Cooper, who joined the sen- 


tencing hearing via Skype, said 
she “was angered and disconcer- 
ted” by the threats. 

Malik also threatened to kill 
Boris Johnson and his girlfriend 
Carrie Symonds, as well as 
former Prime Minister Theresa 
May, and Labour MP Jess Phil- 
lips. 

Malik is already serving a life 
sentence, handed to him in 1999, 
for the attempted murder of 
another patient at Ashworth Hos- 
pital, in Maghull. 

He has also been previously 
convicted of possessing an offens- 
ive weapon, indecent assault and 
assault on a police officer. 

At an earlier hearing, he had 
pleaded guilty to three counts of 
making threats to kill MP 
Cooper.

Life-saving research at 
hospital plays vital part in 
COVID-19 breakthrough

COVID 19 patients at Southport and 
Formby hospital played vital roles in the 
development of a drug hailed as a 
breakthrough in the fight against the 
disease, it has been revealed. 

Research at the hospital in Town Lane, 
Kew, which also involved NHS staff at 
Southport and Ormskirk NHS Trust, was 
instrumental in trials of a low-cost steroid 
called dexamethasone which has been 
found to reduce death rates among the most 
severely ill coronavirus patients admitted to 
hospital. 


It is claimed the risk for patients placed on 
ventilators was cut by a third, and the risk 
for patients on oxygen was reduced by a 
fifth, leading to England's Chief Medical 
Officer, Chris Whitty, announcing that the 
trial was the ‘most important trial result for 
Covid-19 so far.’ 

Dr Ashar Ahmed, Clinical Director of 
Medicine at Southport and Ormskirk Hos- 
pital NHS Trust, said: “I want to thank and 
congratulate, along with my co-investigat- 
ors Dr Arvind Nune and Dr Stefania Pintus, 
the whole team here who participated in the 
trial. 

“We have been privileged and greatly 
enjoyed being part of the Recovery study. 
Although it was a challenge at an extremely 


busy time, we recognised this would offer 
an opportunity for our patients to receive 
treatment as part of the trial which other- 
wise they would not have had access to.” 

Jeanette Anders, Research Development 
and Innovation Manager, at the trust added: 
“The study was led by our research team, 
medical team, Covid wards and pharmacy, 
all of whom were committed and instru- 
mental to the success of this vital work. 

“The Trust is contributing to a number of 
urgent Covid public health research studies 
and firmly believes that every patient 
should have the opportunity to participate 
in this important research, leading to 
improved treatment options and better out- 
comes for our patients.”

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Thousands avoid hospital 
visit thanks to new ‘hear 


and treat’ telephone service

MORE than 10,500 people across 
the North West avoided an 
unnecessary trip to hospital last 
month thanks to telephone 
clinical assessment and advice 
from the ambulance service. 

North West Ambulance Service 
(NWAS) has a team dedicated to 
‘hear and treat’, which involves get- 
ting back in touch with people who 
have called 999 and are not in a 
serious or life-threatening situation 
but could benefit from the right care 
at home without an emergency 
ambulance or trip to hospital. 

The clinical hub, which comprises 
paramedics, nurses, pharmacists, 
mental health professionals, dis- 
patchers and administration staff, 
will assess callers before arranging 
the right care for their needs. 

In most cases, this would be general 
self-care advice or a referral for safe 
care closer to home through a local 
primary care or community care ser- 
vice. 

In the three months from Feb-April 
2020, NWAS hear and treat rates 
increased by 3596. During April 2020 
alone, at the peak of the COVID-19 
pandemic, 10,616 patients received 
telephone self-care advice or onward 
referral - a 3096 increase year-on- 
year. 
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The telephone assessments have 


helped thousands of people 


As well as supporting patients, the 
clinical hub offers telephone advice 
to paramedic emergency service col- 
leagues who are on scene with 
patients. 

It assists with decision making and 
can advise on locally available ser- 
vices which may be appropriate to 
care for the patient if the face-to-face 
clinical assessment has determined 
they are well enough to avoid a trip 
to hospital. 

The increase in hear and treat 
reflects efforts by NWAS to boost its 
workforce in response to COVID-19 
pandemic and ensure emergency 
resources remain available to attend 
serious incidents. 

Remote and home working was 
implemented to support clinical hub 


colleagues at increased risk of ill- 
ness to remain at work, while 
maintaining service capacity. 
Clinical Hub Service Delivery 
Manager, John Kelly said: "The 
increase in hear and treat is signi- 
ficant, as it comes during a period 
when demand was intensified. 
We always want to deliver the 
right care, at the right time to 
patients and to ensure we can 
quickly reach those who need us, 
we should only send an ambu- 


lance when it is clinically 
required - not everyone who calls 
999 needs an emergency 
response. 


"The clinical hub continues to 
care for those patients who, des- 
pite not being in a life-threatening 
situation, still need our help to get 
the most appropriate support avail- 
able to them. 

“Its important to highlight that in 
many cases, the clinical hub will refer 
patients to other local services in the 
community, which individuals may 
have been able to access more quickly 
themselves. 

"Therefore we ask members of the 
public to consider carefully which 
health service would be most appro- 
priate for them before dialling 999 — 
if the problem is not a life-threaten- 
ing emergency, please visit 
111.nhs.uk for urgent care advice or 
speak to your GP or pharmacist. This 
helps us keep 999 free for the most 
serious incidents."

Residents had claimed they were 
unable to use the footpath, and 
neighbours had also complained 
that the scaffolding was both an 
inconvenience and an eyesore.

The MP said: “The structural 
engineer’s report I have seen 
explains that the old retaining wall 
was poorly designed and construc- 
ted and an outward lean had 
developed, necessitating the erec- 
tion of the scaffolding.

Three arrested and stolen

They can also 
present a great nuisance for the local com- 
munities and it’s vital that parents, 
guardians, family members and friends 
think seriously before allowing young 
people to own or use them. 

“Through Operation Brookdale, we will 
continue to work to eradicate the illegal

Joshua completed a three-year BSC in Eco- 
logy after discovering a passion for plant 
conservation when volunteering for Cheshire 
Wildlife Trust, Lancashire Wildlife Trust and 
Martin Mere. 

Joshua said: “I have always had a strong 
connection with the natural world from an 
early age. In my teens, I became a local wild- 
life site surveyor for the Cheshire Wildlife 
Trust (CWT) and volunteered with Cheshire 
Rangers, both of which taught me a lot about 
conservation and the environment.” 

During his time at Edge Hill, Joshua created 
a biodiversity action plan for the campus to 
identify key habitats and species. 

The plan was given to grounds maintenance 
staff in Facilities Management to help them 
manage green spaces in a way that would be 
beneficial for local wildlife. 

Joshua’s pioneering work even led to the dis- 
covery of a rare Dune Helleborine orchid on 
campus, one of only 100 locations in the UK 
where the plant has been recorded. 

Joshua, who lives in Sandbach, in Cheshire, 
added: “Things really clicked into place for me 
when I studied my degree at Edge Hill. I 
learnt so much about ecology from my amaz-

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RSPCA appeals for ‘vital 
donations’ as horse and 
pony call-outs increase 


Charity has seen cases rise in 
Lancashire during lockdown 
as animals are neglected

THE RSPCA is appealing for vital donations to help it 
prepare for an influx of horses and ponies desperately in 
need of help, as cases increase in Lancashire. 

In 2019, the charity received reports of more than 5,236 
incidents involving horses in the north of England, 632 of 
which were in Lancashire. 

Shockingly, since the coronavirus lockdown started in 
March, they have received 59 more reports across Lan- 
cashire. 

Christine McNeil, the charity’s National Equine Inspectors 
Co-Ordinator said: “This is a truly worrying time for equine 
charities - we still haven't got a handle on the repercussions of 
the current horse crisis, and itnow looks like the worst is yet to 
come. 

“Tn April 2011, before the effects of the financial recession 
had hit, the RSPCA had 290 horses in its care, already more 
than our official stables could house. 

“By May 2012, the number of horses in our care had leapt to 
600. Fast-forward to today, and we're caring for 927 horses - 
that’s three times the amount since the crisis hit, and we 
strongly fear that the impact will be even worse this time 
round. 

“With such a huge number of horses in our care, and so 
many in private boarding, at great cost, we have already had 
to adapt how we try to help as many horses as we can. For 
example, several ‘herds’ of horses in need are being cared for 
in situ with our officers visiting regularly to feed and care for 
them, until we can find spaces in one of our centres for them, 
or funds to transport them to private boarding.”

The current horse crisis is thought to have been sparked by 
continued overbreeding, coupled with falling demand for 
some types of horses. 

Threats ofa financial recession this year has led to fears that 
irresponsible horse breeders will continue to breed their 
animals in a bid to turn a quick profit and that existing horse 
owners will struggle financially to keep their animals and 
cover vet bills. This may lead to animals suffering, and some 
may even resort to abandoning their animals out of despera- 
tion. 

The charity spends approximately £5,200 a year for the care 
ofeach horse taken in - more than £4.8million each year. 

Christine added: “The public's help is absolutely vital to 
keep the RSPCA afloat during this extremely difficult time. 
We can't stress how much we need loving homes for our 
horses and ponies, and we are urging those with experience 
of horses to please consider rehoming one of our wonderful 
rescue horses."

After lockdown ended, I found 
out that all of the UK's cars are 
either white, black or silver! 


HURRAH! After what feels like an 
eternity of being stuck at home, I’ve 
finally been allowed to get behind the 
wheel for a longer drive - and promptly 
re-discovered that every car is white, 
black or silver. 

Obviously I was reading straight from 
my freshly delivered issue of Hypocrites 
Monthly — I was behind the wheel of a bor- 
rowed Skoda Superb, daubed in a shade 
of grey straight out of a wet Monday 
morning in Manchester. However, after 
ten weeks of working from home and 
looking at pictures of Avenger Tigers and 
Escort Mexicos in eye-popping colours, it 
was a grim reminder that virtually all new 
cars are now sold in me-too monochrome. 

So I entirely understand why car nuts 
have ended up so excited about the new 
Range Rover Fifty, a new special edition to 
mark the plush mud-plugger's half-cen- 
tury. Nobody seemed to notice that Land 
Rover's capping numbers at a neat 1,970 
(geddit?) or that it has an individually 
numbered commemorative plaque, neatly 
integrated into the centre console - nope, 
none of that matters because you can 


order it in Tuscan Blue! 

It’s a retina-scorching Seventies shade 
straight out of the car’s original brochure 
and a colour I’m very familiar with, as my 
dad owns a 39-year-old Rangie painted in 
it. You can also order it in oh-so-Seventies 
beige - sorry, Bahama Gold - or in Davos 
White, a rather subtler option from this 
4x4’s early days, but I’m surprised the 
chaps at Solihull didn't go even further. It's 
probably a good thing I’m a journalist 
rather than a captain of industry, because 
Td be ordering mine in Lincoln Green, 
given enough spare cash. 


But it begs the question — if Land Rover 


can do it, why can’t everyone else? Vaux- 
hall’s Insignia isn’t a bad-looking mid- 
range saloon, but imagine how much 
memorable it'd be if it was offered in Sun- 
glow - the exact look-at-me yellow that 
some early adopters of the original Cava- 
lier went for. MG is missing a trick too. 
Why isnt the GS offered in Bracken 
(brownish orange, which looks better than 
it sounds), Vermillion (reddish-orange) or 
Limeflower (greenish-yellow)? I know 
that on paper these sound as tragic as ava- 
cado bathrooms, but in a world where 
Fifty Shades of Grey isn't just a terrible 
film, but the sobering reality of most car 
brochures, they're refreshingly different. 

I suppose it isn't just exteriors that could 
do with some  Seventies-inspired 
makeovers, either. Did you know that the 
original Lotus Esprit came with tartan- 
trimmed seats, presumably thought up by 
someone binge-listening to the Bay City 
Rollers, as standard? 

Still, baby steps and all that...
